The Debate on Coal. 


The coal debate in the House of 
‘Commons yesterday was remarkable for 
its moderate tone. The speakers, without 
exception, showed that they were fully 
conscious of the gravity of the situa- 
ition. The Government’s position was 
explained by Sir Robert Horne, who 
gave the House a résumé of the circum- 
stances which led up to the strike. This 
Minister's reputation has been enhanced 
igreatly by his conduct of the negotiations 
with the Miners’ Executive, and his speech 
yesterday justified fully the confidence 
which the nation has placed in him. His 
first care was to deprecate all bitterness 
and heat, and he set an excellent example 
by avoiding anything in the nature of 
irecrimination. Mr. Brace, himself a 
member of the Miners’ Executive, com- 
plimented Sir Robert Horne on “ the tone 
and manner” of his statement, and an 
atmosphere of peace was created almost at 
once. Nevertheless, Sir Robert Horne was 
firm on one point. Every increase in the 
miners’ wages since the war, he said, had 
been followed by a fall in the output of 
coal. When the demand for an additional 
2s. per shift was made, therefore, the 
Government could not grant it simply 
because a strike was threatened. In its 
rapacity as trustee for the nation, it was 
forced to examine the miners’ claims, and

Therefore, geptiemen, I confine 
meself to stating what is"the merest common 
knowledge—namely, that this country, in its 
relatien te crime, has not, I beheve, within the 
memory of any of the present eration, been 
in euch a deplorable condition as it new 
presents. No matter what opinion may be 
formed as te the character and cause the 


acts that are being ted throughout the 
country, it not te doubted, that they are 
causing ago, if not absolute air, 


amongst/ law-abiding and peaceful members of 
the community. The situation at the present 
moment is appalling, aggravated, as it is, by 
industrial trouble—the menace of ‘strikes and 
unemployment, and the poverty and misery 
thet unemployment invariably brings in its 
train. The eltizens have been saved from 
the continuance of at least one strike—that of 
he shipping men, which, if it had not been 
boic to an end, might have absolutely dis- 
vated the export and import traffic of many 
our ports, but more especially the Port of 
blin. So far as I can judge from stetements 
the public Press, the stoppage of the strike 
gas mainly due, if not wholly due, to the 
praiseworthy action of the I Mayor, whose 
promptitude and influence ia dealing with the 
situation had been productive of such a happy 
resut. ‘ 

Referring to the analysis of seFious offences 
committed in the city sinee the last Commission 
two months ago, as contained in the report of 
the Chief Commissioner of Police, his lordship 
eaid that under the heading of crimes against 
the person and property committed wit violence 
the report showed a large increase as compared 
with the corresponding ried of 1919. In 
the letter year the number was 212; in the 
present year the number had risen to over 
711, and these included nise murders and ten 
attempts to murder, 126 raids for arths, a raid 
upon His Majesty's mails, and two daylight 
robberies, all pérpetrated by armed men, On 
the 2let September three soldiers were shot in 
Church street. 

The last week in Dublin had indeed been a 
period productive of days and nights of horror. 
At Drumeondra two officérs the military 
forees were rourdered; in Talbot street another 
officer met his death, and two civilians; another 
civilian was murdered in Gapel street, one in 
Manor street, and on Sunday afternoon last a 
sergeant of the R.1.C. was shot on the quays. 
Where it all will end God only xnew. So far 
as one gould judye the situation it seemed to 
be getting worse and worse, and we “seem 
to have auccovded in getting beyond the region 
of hope. Notwithstanding this terrible state 
of things, they mnst hope for the dawning of a 
new day, which might eventually bring tran- 
quillity and order to their afflicted country.
